Sometimes, the real estate people may say that there is no time to 
take it to a lawyer because “someone else is waiting to buy the house. 
But you should always insist on seeing a lawyer first. 


A home is a very big investment. Protect yourself. See a lawyer 
before you sign an offer to purchase.
